REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Clifton-Bligh 
teaches of mapping data files including calculating a distance between files. McGuire 
teaches determining which files are present on the computing system. However, Clifton- 
Bligh, and McGuire fail to teach or suggest, determining the number of files that match a 
signature, calculating a files found ratio, and using the ratio to determine whether to 
transform the signature. There are multiple steps recited for searching for files matching 
the signature, including while searching for the files, updating a distance known as 
dmax used to determine the distance between the first file found and the second file 
found with the matching signature. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
